Whercupon the Baron acquainted him with the Engliſh 
Diuines anſwer, which like ſtrong Phyſick wrought pre- 
ſently with his queaſie ſtomack , and brought forth from 
himche Catalogue enſuing, witha challenge, Quid tar.
